DEATH OF SIR EDWARD 
SASSOON. 


It is with much rogrét that we 
havo to rocord the doath of 
Sir Edward Elias Sassoon, Bart, 
formorly chiof partnor in tho woll- 
known firm of Mossrs. E. Dz. 
Sassoon and Company, which oc- 
currod in London yesterday. The 
sad nows reached Hongkong by 
cable to-day. 

The lato Sir- Edward Sassoon, 
who succecded his brother in the 
title in 1916, rotirod from tho firm 
whon it was converted ‘into a 
Limited Liability. Company 
somo few yoaors ago.

YOUNG OHINESE —

Tho-cnse of untawful possession 
af 110 taols-of raw opium valued at 
3220, and 17.6: tacls. of prepared 
opium to tho value of $140, against 
a young Chinese whose age was, 
given on 16, was continued at tho 
Kowloon .Magistracy ‘yestorday 
afternoon. . 

Mr. J. Lloyd, Suporintondont of 
Iuporta’ sod Exports, translated 
tho boolts found by tho Revenue 
officers in the raid. Ono buok 
appeared to bo ured a3 a ledger. 
In it were entored xalea of opium 
to various persons, the dato and 
fimount of ench purchase. -A 
second book was a duily sale book 
with tho kind of opium specified in 
the entry. Some of the cntrics 
wero for Persian opium, which was 
called red opium, and others woro 
ven Chinoso natnos. The third 
Fook was oleo o ledger, written" 
by tho defendsnt, whose name was 
on the cover. 

Defendaut, in o statement, anid 
that the opium was not his. Ho 
was o foki ond therofore only hod 
charge of the keys. Tho. opium 
was probably-put in tho holo, where 
it wns found by tho Rovonue 
Oficars, by his mastor,’ but ho was 
not awaro of its presence.

CIVILISATION AND 
HEALTH. 


Tho steady inoreaso in tuber- 
culosia looally, to which -wo 
roferred’ somo time ogo, is a 
matter which will ovontually 
havo to bo faced and stops takon 
to copo with the sproad of the 
disouso. At the moment, we do 
not intend going into the quos- 
tion of romodial.mcoasures, which 
we hopo to touch upon later on. 
We make mention of the alarm- 
ing spread of the disease locally, 
because of a commont which we 
recently saw by an old doctor to 
tho effect that if all houses wore 
burned and ‘their occupants 
driven out of doors, many of 
the disunsos from which people 
suffor nowadays would disapposr. 
Such dractic stops aro, of course, 
impossible, but there is a gorm 
of truth in tho remarks of this 
Particular doctor—that many 
prosont-day complaints which 
take a hoavy toll in life are the 
direct outcome of bad housing 
conditions and of too little regard 
being patd to the bonofits of fresh 
air, 


Thore is little doubt that dis- 
oas0 as wo know it to-day is in 
large. measure caused by un- 
natural living. Anything which 
lowors tho body's powers of 
resistance to fight off discase is a 
factor in bringing about tho 
sproad of ill-health. It is true, 


.|of course, that as timo goes on 


our bodies adapt themselves to 
environment and bocome.gradu- 
ally immune to conditions and 
gormsa that have proved fatal 
until long environment led to 
immunization, but in- tho pro- 
coss groat suffering and much 
doath result. Disoase is oor- 
tainly sn unnatural condition, 
and the misochiof ia that ‘most 
sickness is ofodted ‘by our so- 
callod civilisation, which usually 
carries discaso whorever It goes, 
Peoplo who Hive in the country 
gonorally onjoy far botter health 
than thoso in big crowdod oitios, 
and this foot is ‘not solely ox- 
plainod because tho’ former keop 
out of doors moro than -tho 
latter—food; the bustle of modern 
life and other olroumstances arg 


is.a. mistake, atid then attempt 
to go-back on its tracks until 
“tho simplo life" is again ox- 
porionced, Rathor are tho ton- 
doncies in tho other direction. 
The fundamontal cause. of 
discasos | may not bo thus 
ramoved, but, according to a 
loading modical man at Homo, 
within -tho noxt half contury 
chomists and physicians will 
have discovered cures for 
Practically ovory onomy of tho 
human body, including. tho dread 
malady of cancer. Thon, , pro- 
sumably, no-one will ‘dic until 
tho body naturally woars ,out 
liko an old machine. That may 
or may not bo, but this much 
seems cortain- -that side by sido 
with the conditions which croato 
sioknoss there will bo progrossivo 
advanoce in modical skill, tond- 
ing; let us hope, towards tho 
Bradual olimination of many of 
the dread complaints to which 
mankind is at presont heir. 


The Newcomer.- , 


A contributor wroto ‘yostorday 
of tho tofloctions which are. 
common to “griffins,” thé now- 
comers who havo tho capacity 
for looking at Hongkong with a 
freshness which is lost:after ovon 
a yoar's rosidence. Recalling 
Personal exporiences, the present 
writer remombore, somotimes 
with o blush, tho things ho did 
when ho had not boon hore long 
onough to - learn the groove 
which “olo custom” demands. 
He also recollects. his vory poor 
opinion of local conditions, his 
lonolinoss, and the gradual ro- 
slisation that things sare much as 
wo make them. Also, he has the 
most ploasant mamorles of those 
who took pity on him and holped 
him to banish the “ blues "’ which 
life in a hotol bed-sitting room, 
and strangoness, ongondored, 
It is. an old “question whether 
wo do sufficiont to welcome the 
Btrangor within our gates—-not, of 
course, that any young man 
‘wants to bo “ nursed " through his 
firet fow months, or patronised by 
the moro seasoned follow-exiles 
with whom ho comes in contact. 
The paramount omission, as 
we have previously pointed out, 
is the home influence, and the 
good influonce of the opposite sox. 
Thore was a.movomient,. we be- 
lieve, onco upon a timo, to got 
people to welcomo the new arrival 
and show him that local life ‘had 
its bright aspocta, but that, natur- 
ally could. not be a general 
practice. Tho newcomer with 
letters of introduction is moro 
founately placed than othors, but 
oven then, unloss he is propared 
to entor into the “ whirlwind” of 
society, and can kcop up witb its 
demands, he is likely to find in 
somo casos that ho is looked upon 
as a misfit. However, we all 
manage to survivo thoso first few 
montha somohow or other; and 
tho futuro battalions of “ griffins” 


who come to our shoros during}. 


tho yoars ahoad, having struggled 
upwards to the “taipan” levol, 
will (as is tho oauo, wo are glad to 
say, with prosent” ex-" griffins") 
unbend occasionally to disclose 
to the newcomor that tho trials of 
ono’a own early days havo, not 
boon without thoir usos, 


Australian Labour. 


Tho -waterfront trouble in 
Australia is assuming “really 
alarming proportions, and is far 
more serious than. oven - tho 
authoritics thera could havo -ox- 
pectod. When tho strike first 
broke out, wo'roferred to tho ox- 
ample thus sot of Labour pro- 
dominance in tho affairs of o 
country, ospocially where such 
was unourbod. It has to be 
admitted, even by Labour sympa- 
thisors, that a study of tho 
Australian ‘conditions is - not 
encouraging. Thore has for ao 
good many years—far too many— 
boon a tondoncy to adopt oxtro- 
mist moasuros, and this truly 
Bolshovistinfluence predominates 
moro in cortain States than in 
othors.. Wo have discussed ‘the 
matter from time to time with 
Australians, in one caso a Labour 
man from the most communistia 
part of the country, and one and 
all agrocd In condemning the way. 
in which events wero boing pormit- 
ted:to shapo towards ‘a big clos 
botwoon binployers and- workora.
